To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  Councillors  and  Co-opted  Members  of 

the  Borough  of  Llanelly. 


Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1945. 

As  the  first  year  of  peace,  1945  has  been  a year  of  planning, 
improvements  and  developments  for  the  betterment  of  all  con- 
cerned. As  far  as  Public  Health  Services  in  Llanelly  Borough 
are  concerned  such  planning  has  affected  almost  every  branch 
of  the  department. 

There  is,  however,  one  outstanding  black  spot  in  our  Public 
Health  Services  in  Llanelly,  which,  in  my  opinion,  until  it  is 
remedied  will  prove  to  be  a major  factor  in  slowing  down 
progress  and  diminishing  the  effectiveness  of  suggested  and  adopted 
improvements. 

I refer  to  the  present  headquarters  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  housed  in  the  Old  Town  Hall. 


Limited  space,  gross  overcrowding  of  staff,  patients,  and  those 
others  whose  business  takes  them  to  the  Old  Town  Hall,  as  well 
as  the  poor  and  relatively  dark  and  damp  condition  of  the  building 
do  not  make  good  working  conditions.  Neither  are  these  condi- 
tions likely  to  attract  people  to  the  department  where  it  is  hoped 
they  could  be  assisted  and  advised  on  health  matters  affecting 
themselves  and  the  community.  The  premises  certainly  are  not 
an  example  in  hygiene. 

One  realises  that  in  the  early  aftermath  of  war  with  its  resultant 
changes  in  legislation,  its  complicated  financial  problems,  and  the 
many  other  inevitable  major  factors  to  be  overcome  in  an  effort  to 
start  the  wheels  of  developmental  progress  in  motion,  it  is  an  im- 
possibhty  to  remedy  the  defects,  of  which  we  are  all  aware,  in  a 
short  space  of  time. 


Certain  needs  are  greater  than  others,  and  priority  has  to  be 
given  to  those  needs.  Speaking  purely  from  a health  point  of 
view  it  would  in  my  opinion,  be  bad  policy  to  have  a first  class 
building  for  a Health  Department  where  the  community  spend  a 
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relatively  small  proportion  of  their  lives,  if  the  circumstances 
where  that  community  spend  the  major  portion  of  their  lives, 
namely,  in  the  home,  were  anything  but  first  class.  One  of  the 
main  solutions  to  the  health  problem  of  a community  is  adequate 
and  satisfactory  housing  of  that  community  coupled  with  a fulfill- 
ment of  modern  ideals  on  sanitation.  It  is  to  be  noted  that 
Llanelly  Borough  are  making  good  progress  in  this  direction  in 
spite  of  what  appeared  to  be  insuperable  difficulties  of  the  present 
day  and  furthermore,  I feel  sure  it  is  a very  healthy  sign,  and  I 
use  the  word  “Healthy”  in  every  sense,  to  note  that  Llanelly 
Borough  in  spite  of  its  progress,  still  demand  better  and  better 
progress. 

At  the  same  time  1 do  feel  that  Llanelly  Borough  should  be 
aware  of  and  follow  a definite  policy  in  its  health  matters.  In 
this  town  I am  sure  our  doctors,  midwives  and  nurses  are  keen 
to  improve  the  health  services  of  the  town  and  to  play  their  part 
in  solving  the  problems  of  positive  and  negative  health  of  the 
community.  We  have  an  excellent  voluntary  general  hospital  in 
the  town,  doing  good  work  but  I believe  handicapped  by  lack  of 
enough  accommodation  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  town.  Again  we 
have  the  Corporation’s  Health  services. 

Each  of  these  groups  is  really  a section  of  what  could  be  one 
big  combined  movement  for  the  betterment  of  health  problems  of 
Llanelly  Borough.  There  is  some  degree  of  co-operation  between 
all  these  groups  who  after  all  are  pressing  on  in  the  same  sphere 
of  life  but  I do  feel  that  this  co-operation  might  be  greatly  intense 
fied  with  distinct  advantage  to  all  parties  concerned  and  also  to 
the  community. 

Might  I at  this  stage  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Llanelly 
Borough  Council  that  the  Council  take  the  initiative  in  this  matter 
with  a view  of  inviting  the  other  interested  parties  to  join  in 
forming  an  organisation  designed  for  co-operation  and  betterment 
of  all. 

• I have  spoken  of  the  health  problems  affecting  the  person  in 
his  home,  with  his  or  her  doctor,  in  hospital  and  health  department. 
To  complete  the  circle  of  complete  co-operation  would  also  require 
the  inclusion  of  the  Industrial  Medical  Services  personnel, 
have  mentioned  the  Industrial  Medical  Services  last  but  1 do  not 
regard  that  Service  as  any  less  important  than  the  others, 
especially  in  an  industrial  town  like  Llanelly. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  services  of 
Mr.  A.  O.  Parker,  Mr.  T.  I.  Williams,  Dr.  Healy,  Dr.  Madel  and 
Dr.  Jones,  the  local  Tuberculosis  Physician.  I also  wish  to 
acknowledge  the  great  help  and  services  afforded  by  Dr.  Fry, 
Director  of  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Car- 


marthen.  I am  grateful  to  the  Medical  Practitioners  of  Llanelly 
and  District  who  have  all  under  heavy  pressure  of  duties 
endeavoured  to  be  helpful  and  provided  that  co-operation  which 
is  so  necessary.  To  my  colleagues  in  the  other  of  the  Local 
Authority’s  departments  1 wish  to  say  “Thank  you  for  the  willing 
help  and  advice  which  each  one  has  afforded  me  during  this  year 
of  1945.” 

To  Emeritus  Professor  Miles  Phillips  and  to  Mr.  J.  R.  E.  James, 
Consultant  Obstetrician,  I say  “thank  you”  for  the  valuable  advice 
so  readily  and  freely  given  in  connection  with  the  planning  of  the 
Glasfryn  Maternity  Home.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Dr.  T.  W. 
Wade  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  for  his  advice  and 
co-operation  not  only  in  the  Glasfryn  Maternity  Home  but  in 
matters  appertaining  to  all  branches  of  the  work. 

I am  deeply  grateful  to  all  members  of  the  staff  in  the  Old 
Town  Hall  and  in  the  Corporation  Maternity  Home  for  the  very 
helpful,  loyal  support  at  all  times  given  so  cheerfully  by  every 
member  without  exception. 

To  the  District  Midwives  of  the  County  Authority  who  work 
in  this  town  and  to  the  District  Nursing  Association  under  the 
very  able  guidance  of  Miss  Marpole,  I say  “thank  you”  for  their 
co-operation  throughout  the  year.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Laboratory  Facilities. — An  arrangement  is  in  operation  for  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  pathological  specimens  and  of  milk 
samples  at  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen, 
and  at  the  Beck  Laboratory,  Swansea.  During  the  year  408 
throat  and  nasal  swabs,  4 vaginal  swabs,  5 blood  specimens,  74 
faeces  specimens  (including  53  from  Borough  patients  at  the 
County  Isolation  Hospital),  2 specimens  of  urine,  1 of  milk,  1 of 
water  and  1 of  pus  were  examined  at  the  Carmarthen  Laboratory, 
and  50  milk  samples  were  examined  at  the  Beck  Laboratory.  All 
specimens  from  suspected  cases  of  venereal  disease  are  sent  to  the 
Beck  Laboratory  for  examination. 

Water  Analysis. — This  work  was  done  by  Mr  J.  H.  Sugden, 
M.Sc.,  of  the  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

Ambulance  Facilities. — The  agreement  with  the  Priory  of  St. 
John  continues  in  operation  for  the  transport  of  patients  residing 
in  the  Borough  to  the  General  Hospital,  etc. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. — This  is  undertaken  by  the  Llanelly  and 
District  Nursing  Association  in  the  case  of  subscribers. 

Treatment  Centres. — The  following  clinics  are  housed  in  the 
Public  Health  Department,  Old  Town  Hall: — Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare,  School  Clinic,  Dental  and  Eye  Clinic.  Three  rooms  at 
the  Hall  Street  Wesleyan  Chapel  Vestry  are  used  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic,  and  a Gynaecological  Clinic  is  held  at 
the  Nurses’  Institute  by  arrangement  with  the  Llanelly  and  District 
Nursing  Association.  The  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association’s 
tuberculosis  clinic  is  held  at  Bay  View,  Capel  Road. 

In  July,  1945,  a branch  School  Medical  Service  Clinic  was 
opened  in  the  medical  inspection  block  of  the  Morfa  Boys’  School, 
this  Clinic  to  serve  boys  and  girls  requiring  treatment  who  are 
attending  the  Morfa  School  and  also  those  children  attending  the 
Copperworks  School,  but  who  live  on  the  New  Dock  side  of  the 
Great  Western  Railway  line.  Separate  reports  have  been  presented 
throughout  the  year  to  the  Education  Committee  concerning  the 
attendance  at  this  clinic. 


The  Clinic  has  been  a great  success  and  has  been  well  appre- 
ciated by  the  people  living  in  that  part  of  the  Town.  The  general 
c lnic;  ls  °Pen  every  afternoon  and  a diphtheria  immunisation  clinic 
,S.Td^Ce"  fortnight,  whereas  the  diphtheria  immunisation  clinic 
at  tne  Old  Town  Hall  is  held  once  a week. 
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HOSPITALS. 


Prince  oi  Wales’  Orthopaedic  Hospital. — Four  children  were 
admitted  into  this  hospital  for  treatment  under  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Scheme,  in  addition  to  one  child  for  whose  cost 
the  Education  Committee  is  responsible.  Further  information 
will  be  foung  on  page  of  the  School  Medical  Officer’s  Report. 


Leasowe  Orthopaedic  Hospital. — This  Hospital  which  is  also 
known  by  the  names  of  Liverpool  Open  Air  Hospital  for  Children 
and  also  as  the  Margaret  Bevan  Hospital  is  situated  on  the  North 
west  coast  of  the  Wirrai  peninsula  between  New  Brighton  and 
Hoylake.  It  is  a Hospital  of  over  200  beds  and  caters  for  sick 
children -including  debilitated  children  and  those  suffering  from 
orthopaedic  defects  and  also  for  patients  suffering  from  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Use  has  been  made  of  this  hospital  by 
sending  Llanelly  children  there  for  treatment  during  the  year.  A 
number  of  these  children  had  been  waiting  for  some  time  to  be 
admitted  into  the  Prince  of  Wales’  Hospital,  Cardiff,  and  arrange- 
ments were  made  with  the  Leasowe  Orthopaedic  Hospital  after 
Mr.  Parker,  the  Consulting  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  to  the  School 
Medical  Service  of  this  town  had  been  approached  on  the  matter 
and  agreed  to  the  admission  of  patients  elsewhere  owing  to  the 
great  pressure  of  work  and  shortage  of  bed  accommodation  at 
the  Prince  of  Wales’  Hospital.  The  Leasowe  Hospital  is  also  a 
Hospital  School  recognised  by  the  Ministry  of  Education.  It 
has  a resident  medical  and  nursing  staff  and  a visiting  staff  of 
Liverpool  Specialists  as  well  as  a staff  of  fully  trained  school 
teachers  who  conduct  lessons  for  the  child  patients  in  the  Wards 
every  morning  and  afternoon.  The  Hospital  also  is  situated  in 
its  own  spacious  grounds  affording  excellent  facilities  for  the 
rehabilitation  of  its  patients,  who,  in  addition  to  being  under  the 
care  of  the  above  staffs  are  also  under  the  care  of  a trained 
physio-therapist.  The  Hospital  is  equipped  with  its  own  ultra  violet 
ray  department,  and  has  its  own  staff  for  carrying  out  alterations 
and  repairs  to  shoes  and  the  making  of  splints.  During  the  year 
three  children  from  Llanelly  Borough  have  been  admitted  to  the 
hospital  under  the  Education  Committee  and  one  under  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  Scheme. 


The  Lord  Mayor  Treloar  Hospital. — This  hospital  is  utilised 
by  the  Llanelly  Borough  for  the  admission  of  children  with 
congenital  deformities  of  the  lip  and  paiate  in  the  nature  of  hare- 
lips and  cleft  palate.  Professor  Kilner  is  the  Surgeon  in  charge. 
Four  cases  have  been  admitted  for  treatment  during  1945. 
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Borough  Isolation  Hospital. — This  Hospital  has  been  closed 
since  September,  1940.  Cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  sent  to  the 
County  Isolation  Hospital.  It  was  reported  that  the  cost  of 
maintaining  Llanelly  Borough  patients  in  the  County  Isolation 
Hospital  had  been  raised  from  £4/14/6  per  week  to  £7/7/0  per 
week. 

Venereal  Diseases— The  need  for  a Venereal  Diseases’  Treat- 
ment Clinic  to  be  set  up  in  Llanelly  Borough  has  been  stressed 
with  a recommendation  that  the  responsible  Authority  should  be 
approached  on  the  matter.  At  present  most  of  these  cases  arising 
in  Llanelly  are  treated  by  the  general  practitioners.  Failing  them 
going  to  their  own  doctor,  patients  have  to  travel  to  the  Swansea 
Clinic  twelve  miles  away.  The  County  Authority  have  a scheme 
in  operation  for  granting  financial  aid  to  patients  for  travelling 
to  this  clinic.  In  practice  however,  it  is  found  that  one  of  the 
chief  obstacles  presenting  itself  to  patients  is  the  lack  of  time  at 
their  disposal  in  having  to  travel  to  Swansea,  perhaps  two  or 
three  times  each  week  for  treatment.  It  is  understood  that  a 
building  attached  to  the  Llanelly  General  Hospital  has  been 
discussed  by  the  County  Authority  as  a possible  suitable  building 
for  adaptation  as  a clinic,  whilst  two  medical  practitioners  in 
Llanelly  have  been  appointed  to  undergo  a special  course  of 
training  in  this  work  when  the  time  for  opening  such  a clinic 
is  due. 

In  my  opinion  it  would  be  wise  to  have  such  a clinic  attached 
to  the  General  Hospital  where  patients  suffering  from  all  manner 
of  conditions  are  going,  instead  of  an  ad  hoc  clinic  situated  on  its 
own  somewhere  in  the  town.  Patients  would  hardly  be  attracted 
to  visiting  such  a clinic  where  their  every  entry  and  exit  might 
be  noticed  by  their  fellows.  It  should  further  be  noted  that  a 
number  of  people  will  visit  such  clinics  of  their  own  accord  purely 
to  be  tested  out  of  a sense  of  duty  to  themselves,  their  families, 
and  the  community  as  a whole.  This  group  of  people  would 
hardly  be  inclined  to  visit  an  isolated  clinic.

Priority  Dockets  for  Expectant  Mothers. 

Priority  dockets  are  issued  to  expectant  mothers  to  enable  them 
to  obtain  sheets.  1 hese  dockets  are  issued  to  applicants  on 
production  of  a certificate  issued  by  midwives  in  accordance  with 
the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  This  scheme  came  into 
operation  in  November,  1944. 


Goring  Road  Maternity  Home. — This  Home  with  its  maximum 
accommodation  of  five  beds  has  throughout  the  current  year  dealt 
with  107  patients.  Statistical  details  will  be  found  under  the 
heading— “Statistics  for  the  Year  1945.” 


Glasfryn  Maternity  Home, — Late  in  the  year  1944.  the  pre- 
rmses  known  as  Glasfryn,  Felinfoel  Road,  had  been  purchased 
thc  Town  Council  with  a view  to  converting  these  premises 
into  a maternity  home  to  serve  Llanelly  Borough.  Planning  was 
commenced  early  in  1945,  the  aim  of  this  planning  being  to 
produce  a maternity  home  of  12  beds,  the  provision  of  an  adequate 
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nursery  as  well  as  providing  adequate  room  for  the  resident  stall, 
rhe  planning  also  included  provision  for  the  care  of  the  premature 
baby  and  also  for  the  provision  of  an  adequate  labour  ward 
together  with  an  operative  surgical  theatre. 

The  whole  scheme,  plans  and  specifications  and  details  as  to 
the  cost  were  finally  submitted  to  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health, 
and  after  some  modification  were  accepted  by  the  Welsh  Board 
of  Health  and  work  was  started  on  the  actual  conversion  of  the 
premises. 

Proposed  Appointment  of  Consultant  Obstetrician  for  Glasfryn 
Maternity  Home.— The  principle  of  appointing  a Consultant 
Obstetrician  to  the  Glasfryn  Maternity  Home  was  approved. 

The  Swansea  Ministry  of  Labour  Department  approached  the 
Llanelly  Public  Health  Department  on  the  possibility  of  making 
the  Glasfryn  Maternity  Home  into  a training  school  for  midwives. 
Certain  investigations  were  made  but  it  was  recommended  that 
the  new  maternity  home  should  be  allowed  to  develop  its  services 
for  at  least  two  years  before  further  serious  consideration  was 
given  to  the  matter.

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Gynaecological  Clinic. — By  arrangement  with  the  Llanelly  and 
District  Nursing  Association,  the  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Nurses’ 
Institute  on  the  second  and  last  Thursdays  of  every  month.  One 
of  the  Health  Visitors  attends  at  the  Clinic  to  assist  the  Medical 
Officer,  Dr.  Gwendoline  Madel. 

Dr.  Madel’s  report  on  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  is 
as  follows: — 

“It  is  with  pleasure  that  I report  the  continued  success 
of  the  Clinic,  although  I must  again  mention  that  I consider 
that  still  greater  use  could  be  made  of  the  facilities  afforded 
by  the  Clinic. 

During  the  year  a total  of  91  cases  were  seen  once  or  more. 
This  figure  being  made  up  of  77  old  cases  and  14  new  cases. 
It  will  be  appreciated  that  this  total  figure  approximates  to 
that  of  the  past  few  years  and  due  regard  made  for  the  fact 
that  this  year  saw  the  termination  of  hostilities  only  and 
demobilisation  barely  begun.  It  is  anticipated  that  next  year 
greater  use  will  be  made  of  the  Clinic. 

As  it  is  now  several  years  since  examples  of  cases  have 
been  recorded,  owing  to  paper  shortage,  perhaps  it  will  be 
considered  that  a few  outstanding  cases  are  worthy  of  record. 
The  following  are  selected  examples: — 

1.  Valvular  Disease  of  the  Heart  due  to  old  Rheumatic 
Fever. 

2.  Thyrotoxicosis — several  cases — where  -further  preg- 

nancy was  considered  inadvisable. 

3.  Uterine  Prolapse — several  cases.  In  most  instances 

operation  had  been  advised  or  performed,  and 
further  pregnancies  considered  inadvisable. 

4.  Recurrent  Epilepsy. 

5.  Nephrectomy  for  renal  calculus.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  BOROUGH. 

Water  Supply.— There  is  an  abundant  constant  supply  of  water 
for  the  whole  of  the  Borough  and  the  premises  within  the  Corpora- 
tion’s Extended  limits  of  supply. 


Water  Analysis —The  water  for  domestic  supply  is  subjected 
to  slow  sand  filtration  and  chloramine  treatment  and  monthly 
chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses  of  the  water  show  that  the 
treatment  is  satisfactory.

Safeguarding  of  Water  Supplies. — The  whole  of  the  men 
employed  by  the  Town  Council  in  their  water  undertaking  have 
been  ascertained  by  bacteriological  tests  to  be  free  from  the 
infection  of  enteric  fever  and  allied  diseases.  All  new  workmen 
are  required  to  pass  a similar  test  before  being  employed  in 
connection  with  the  town's  water  supply. 

Water  Distribution. — 8,976  houses  with  an  estimated  population 
of  34,991  are  supplied  direct  from  water  mains,  and  28  houses 
with  an  estimated  population  of  109  are  supplied  from  standpipes. 

Consumption  of  Water. — The  average  daily  consumption  of 
filtered  water  for  domestic  purposes  for  the  year  was  45.96  gallons 
per  head  per  day,  and  for  trade  purposes  54.48  gallons  per  head 
per  day. 

Rainfall. — The  rainfall  for  the  year  1945  was  52.96  inches  and 
rain  fell  on  206  days.  The  average  rainfall  for  the  past  65  years 
on  the  Cwmlliedi  Reservoir  was  50.79  inches.  One  inch,  or  over, 
of  rain  fell  in  24  hours  on  8 occasions.  The  highest  fall  occurred 
on  16th  July,  1945,  when  1.72  inches  were  recorded.

She  is  required  to  make  investigations 
into  the  circumstances  of  applicants  for  Corporation  houses^ 
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PUBLIC  LECTURES  ON  HEALTH  MATTERS.

Fumigation  and  Cleansing  Centre. — A report  was  submitted 
recommending  the  setting  up  of  an  adequate  fumigation  and 
cleansing  centre.  Apart  from  the  routine  use  of  such  a centre,  it 
was  felt  that  by  the  institution  of  such  a centre  valuable  work 
could  be  carried  out  when  the  time  came  for  people  to  move  to 
newly  erected  houses  from  certain  old  verminous  premises.  Whilst 
the  idea  was  appreciated,  the  report  was  presented  at  the  time 
when  the  chemical  known  as  D.D.T.  was  coming  on  to  the  market, 
and  it  was  felt  that  this  chemical  might  be  tried  first  before 
proceeding  further  with  the  idea  of  a fumigation  and  cleansing 
centre. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. — The  number  of  registered  milk  retailers  in  the 
Borough  was  95,  of  whom  12  were  licensed  for  the  sale  of 
designated  milk. 

Regular  inspections  of  all  cowsheds  and  dairies  in  the  Borough 
were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  a high  standard  of 
cleanliness  has  been  maintained.

Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Veterinary  Inspector,  Mr.  J. 
Campbell  Hill.  The  results  are  also  given  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  the  Llanelly  Rural  District  of  samples  taken  from 
producers  in  his  district. 

Meat  and  Other  Food. — Shops,  stalls,  vehicles,  etc.,  are  visited 
regularly,  and  particulars  of  condemnations  are  contained  in  the 
report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Mr.  J.  Campbell  Hill,  M.R.C.V.S.,  the  Veterinary  Inspector  for 
the  Borough  is  responsible  for  the  inspections  and  condemnations 
of  animals  and  carcases  in  the  public  slaughterhouse. 

Thirteen  licences  were  granted  by  the  Town  Council  during 
the  year,  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933.

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Diphtheria.  Forty-five  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  during 
the  year,  seven  of  whom  were  adults.  Thirty-eight  cases  were 
admitted  into  hospital  where  eighteen  were  re-diagnosed  as 
suffering  from  other  causes,  chiefly  tonsillitis.  Thirteen  of  the 
children  admitted  into  isolation  hospital  had  been  immunised  and 
nine  of  these  were  re-diagnosed  as  not  suffering  from  diphtheria. 
Most  of  the  cases  confirmed  as  diphtheria  were  discovered  as  a 
result  of  swabbing  of  contacts  of  one  or  two  cases  and  were  not 
cases  showing  actual  clinical  signs.  They  were  isolated  and 
notified  as  cases  with  positive  swab  results  as  a measure  to  prevent 
spread  of  the  condition,  especially  in  cases  of  overcrowded  families. 

There  were  two  deaths  from  diphtheria  during  1945.  One  was 
notified  in  1944  and  died  early  in  January  of  1945.  This  child  had 
received  one  injection  of  A.P.T.  In  the  case  of  the  second  death, 
the  child  had  none  of  the  usual  symptoms  or  signs  of  diphtheria 
but  death  occurred  a short  while  after  she  had  been  at  play  and 
in  apparent  good  health,  this  child  had  not  been  immunised. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation.— As  a result  of  a diphtheria 
immunisation  diive  in  the  Borough  an  increased  number  of  children 
both  of  school  age  and  under  school  age  were  immunised  against 
diphtheria.  During  the  drive  the  clinics  were  opened  on  Saturday 
afternoons  and  all  day  on  Sundays.  The  results  proved  that 
keeping  the  clinics  open  on  these  days  had  been  worth  while,  a 
number  of  people  not  having  been  able  to  attend  owing  to  their 
respective  duties  during  the  week. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  methods  of  propaganda  on 
diphtheria  immunisation,  it  was  felt  that  personal  contact  with 
parents  who  had  hitherto  refused  immunisation  for  their  children 
might  be  beneficial,  and  with  this  end  in  view,  the  schools  in  the 
Borough  were  visited  after  the  parents  in  question  had  been 
notified.  A number  of  these  parents  attended  at  each  School  and 
were  addressed  on  the  merits  of  diphtheria  immunisation  and  their 
questions  answered.  A proportion  of  these  parents  afterwards 
brought  their  children  to  the  clinic  to  be  immunised. 

The  number  of  children  under  the  age  of  5 years  who  received 
the  full  course  of  injections  of  A.P.T.,  in  1945  was  314,  and  105 
children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  15  received  three  injections 
of  T.A.F.  The  total  number  of  children  who  have  been  dealt 
with  since  diphtheria  immunisation  was  begun  in  1940  is  6,531, 
under  5 years  of  age  2,588,  5 years  and  under  15  years,  3,793,’ and 
over  15  years  of  age  150.  In  addition  101  children  have  received 
reinforcing  injections.

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Tuberculosis.— 39  ca^es  (1.18  per  1,000  population)  of  respira- 
tory tuberculosis  were  notified  in  1945—22  males  and  17  females; 
17  deaths  (0.51  per  1,000  population) — males  and  females  were 
recorded.  (Local  Statistics). 

Six  cases  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  (0.18  per  1,000  popula- 
tion) were  notified — 2 males  and  4 females;  1 death  (0.03  per  1,000 
population) — 1 male,  was  recorded.  (Local  Statistics). 

During  the  12  year  period  1934  to  1945,  the  notification  rate 
for  respiratory  tuberculosis  decreased  regularly  from  1.42  per  1,000 
in  1934  to  0.51  per  1,000  in  1939.  Thereafter  the  rate  rose 
gradually  in  the  War  years  from  0.91  per  1,000  in  1940  to  1.60  in 
1944  (excepting  the  year  1941  when  the  rate  was  0.84  per  1,000). 

Since  the  introduction  of  mass  radiography  a considerable 
number  of  persons,  mostly  members  of  the  Forces,  who  were 
apparently  in  good  health,  have  been  discovered  to  be  infected 
with  tuberculosis  in  an  early  stage.  In  these  cases  no  signs  had 
been  detected  by  the  ordinary  methods  of  medical  examinations. 
As  tuberculosis  is  a progressive  disease,  its  detection  by  the  use  of 
mass  radiography  affords  the  best  chance  for  a complete  cure. 

Form  235/1  (Welsh  Memorial  Association)  giving  particulars 
of  every  case  notified — home  conditions,  contacts,  financial 
circumstances,  etc.,  is  sent  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  who  is 
supplied  with  subsequent  reports  following  visits  of  the  Health 
Visitors  as  to  the  condition  of  the  patient,  etc.,  at  the  time  of 
visiting  the  house,  and  of  any  changes  in  the  family  circumstances. 
Copies  of  these  reports  are  sent  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
quarterly  statements  are  sent  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

The  Infestation  Order,  1943. 

Thirty-five  rat  infestations  were  treated  daring  the  year,  the 
estimated  number  of  rats  destroyed  being  1,980. 

Maintenance  treatments  of  the  town’s  sewers  were  undertaken 
in  June  and  November,  1945,  and  the  banks  of  the  River  Lliedi, 
the  town  refuse  tip,  the  Market  and  Slaughterhouse,  were  treated 
at  regular  intervals. 

The  bait  bases  used  were  sausage  rusk  and  bread  mash,  and 
the  poisons  used  were  zinc  phosphide,  arsenic,  and  red  squill. 

Following  the  treatment  of  individual  premises,  a considerable 
amount  of  rat-proofing  work,  requested  by  this  Department,  was 
carried  out. 


SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE. 


Medical  Inspection  Arrangements. — Children  in  the  same  age 
groups  as  in  former  years  were  medically  inspected  at  the  schools. 
Special  examinations  of  evacuated  children  were  also  undertaken. 

The  number  of  children  on  the  schools  registers  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  4,377,  with  an  average  attendance  of  3,829.

Special  Clinics. — In  the  near  future  it  is  proposed  to  set  up  a 
special  clinic  for  school  children  at  the  Old  Town  Hall.  In 
practice  it  has  been  found  that  there  are  a certain  number  of 
children  who  are  either  examined  in  School  or  at  the  Minor 
Ailment  Clinic  who  require  a more  detailed  and  time  consuming 
examination.  The  purpose  of  the  Special  Clinic  would  be  to  sort 
these  children  from  the  general  clinics  and  arrange  for  them  to 
attend  the  special  clinic  with  their  parents  by  appointment  so  that 
a more  detailed  examination  could  be  carried  out  and  any 
appropriate  action  deemed  necessary  taken  in  co-operation  with 
the  parents  and  the  child’s  own  doctor. 


TREATMENT  OF  DEFECTS  FOUND  AT  MEDICAL 

INSPECTION. 

School  Clinics. — The  average  attendances  were  35.  The 
number  langed  between  30  and  50  on  the  days  when  the  schools 
were  open.  During  all  holidays  the  clinic  is  open  for  treatment. 

When  the  condition  of  a child  is  such  that  general  treatment  is 
indicated,  remedies  such  as  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Malt  Extract  are 
provided.  A complete  record  is  kept  of  all  children  receiving 
Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Malt  Extract  without  payment,  and  this  is 
only  issued  free  after  parents  have  completed  a form  giving 

information  as  to  the  income  per  head  received  every  week  bv  the 
parents.

Orthopaedic  Clink.— In  addition  to  the  remedial  work  that  has 
hitherto  been  carried  on  at  the  Clinic,  an  ultra-violet  light 
apparatus  and  other  electrical  equipment  have  been  used,  mainly 
in  the  case  of  children  showing  evidence  of  rickety  deformities 
and  have  been  of  much  value  in  supplementing  remedial  exercises. 
Good  results  have  been  obtained  in  the  case  of  debilited  and 
anaemic  children.  A number  of  children  with  tuberculous  glands 
have  also  been  treated  by  U.V.  light. 

Various  changes  affecting  this  Clinic  have  been  recommended 
some  of  which  have  already  been  carried  out. 

1 he  Clinic  deals  both  with  school  children  and  with  children 
under  school  age  in  an  approximate  ratio  of  60  per  cent.:  40  per 
cent,  respectively. 
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In  addition  to  the  physiotherapist  carrying  out  her  clinics  of 
remedial  exercises  and  ultra-violet  light  therapy,  it  has  been 
arranged  that  a medical  officer  conducted  a weekly  clinic  in 
conjunction  with  the  physiotherapist  so  that  all  new  cases  may  be 
examined  each  week  whether  or  not  they  have  been  referred  from 
the  result  of  a school  medical  or  school  clinical  examination. 

By  this  method  the  patients  are  kept  under  observation  and 
their  progress  or  otherwise  noted.  In  cases  where  it  is  felt  further 
opinion  and  advice  is  required,  a separate  list  of  these  patients 
"is  made  and  they  are  examined  by  Mr.  A.  O.  Parker,  the 
Consultant  Orthopaedic  Surgeon.  From  this  clinic  patients 
requiring  hospital  treatment  of  a long-stay  nature  are  recommended 
to  the  appropriate  type  of  hospital. 

Whilst  further  developments  are  envisaged  in  connection  with 
this  clinic  it  has  been  possible  to  arrange  for  its  smoother  running 
by  introducing  an  appointments  system  for  patients.  To  be  able 
to  work  such  a system  successfully,  of  course,  requires  the 
co-operation  of  the  patients  in  keeping  to  the  times  of  appoint- 
ments. I am  pleased  to  say  that  in  the  main  this  has  been  done 
thereby  saving  much  time  for  patients  and  their  parents  which 
otherwise  would  be  wasted  in  waiting. 

Mr.  A.  O.  Parker  visits  the  Clinic  twice  a year.  It  is  my  opinion 
that  as  a result  of  the  increasing  use  being  made  of  this  Clinic 
it  may  soon  be  necessary  to  ask  whether  it  is  possible  to  invite 
Mr.  Parker  to  visit  more  often  than  twice  a year.  The  Clinic  is 
held  in  a room  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Wesleyan  Chapel. 

A report  was  presented  during  the  year  recommending  that 
the  large  hall  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  Wesleyan  Chapel  should 
be  made  usable  and  equipped  for  clinic  purposes.  The  estimated 
cost  of  preparing  the  Hall  for  such  use  was  £155.  The  Hall  had 
been  rented  in  the  past  but  it  had  not  been  possible  to  put  it  into 
use.  The  scheme  outlined  the  setting  up  of  the  Hall  to  be  u:  :■ 
for  clinic  purposes  and  for  remedial  exercises.  In  the  present 
available  accommodation  it  is  possible  only  to  take  five  or  six 
children  at  any  one  time  for  remedial  exercises.  In  the  proposed 
scheme  accommodation  would  be  afforded  for  25  to  30  children 
at  a time.  Such  accommodation  is  necessary  owing  to  the  large 
numbers  attending  for  remedial  exercises.

Orthopaedic  Shoe  Alterations. — A fair  proportion  of  children 
attending  the  Clinic  require  certain  alterations  to  shoes.  In  the 
past  it  has  been  the  practice  to  collect  a pair  of  shoes  from  the 
parents  of  these  patients  and  send  them  away  to  have  these  altera- 
tions carried  out.  In  practice  it  has  been  found  that  owing  to 
the  period  of  time  which  elapsed  before  shoes  could  be  altered 
returned  tin  several  cases  10  to  12  weeks),  parents  could  not 
afford  to  spare  a pair  of  shoes  for  so  long  and  further,  very  often 
when  the  shoes  were  returned,  the  child  had  outgrown  them  It 
was  therefore  recommended  that  a trained  shoe  repairer  with 
experience  m this  particular  work  be  employed  full-time  He 
would,  if  a workshop  was  provided  for  him,  be  able  to  work  in

dealt  with  much  quicker  than  at  present.

Sick  Bays  for  Evacuated  Children. — The  two  sick  bays  estab- 
lished by  the  County  Council  for  evacuated  children  were  closed 
during  the  year — Felinfoel  House  on  April  4th  and  the  New  Road 
Sick  Bay  on  14th  August. 

School  Visiting  by  Nurses. — Up  to  now  1 do  not  regard  the 
visiting  by  nurses  of  the  schools  in  the  borough  and  the  follow-up 
system  as  very  satisfactory.  The  nurses  are  doing  their  utmost 
to  carry  this  out  but  very  often  health  visiting  and  school  clinics 
take  up  much  time  at  the  expense  of  school  visiting.  The  reverse 
also  applies,  viz.,  that  school  medical  work  will  often  take  up 
nurses’  time  which  they  might  have  planned  to  devote  to  health 
visiting.  With  a view  to  relieving  nurses,  it  is  contemplated  shortly 
to  make  a lady  clerk  responsible  for  the  selling  of  welfare  foods 
instead  of  a trained  nurse.  This  I feel  to  be  a step  in  the  right 
direction.  It  is  hoped  however  that  this  problem  will  be  able  to 
be  tackled  more  thoroughly  in  the  near  future  when  the  organisa- 
tion of  the  school  medical  service  in  general  is  developed  according 
to  the  Education  Act  of  1944.  Then  it  is  hoped  it  will  be  possible 
to  organise  an  improved  school  visiting  scheme  and  the  all 
important  system  of  adequate  “follow-up”  carried  out  more  satis- 
factorily. 

School  Cainp,  Pendine.— As  a result  of  a meeting  on  the  above 
site  it  was  felt  that  this  site  was  no  longer  suitable  for  a School 
Camp  in  view  of  the  present  activities  there  and  it  was  suggested 
that  an  alternative  site  be  found. 

It  is  hoped  that  after  the  great  success  which  the  Llanelly 
Borough  Council  had  made  of  the  Camp,  not  only  for  its  own 
children  but  also  for  those  of  other  authorities,  that  the  lull  in 
these  activities  will  be  short-lived  and  that  the  responsible  body 
will  soon  be  able  to  operate  the  School  Camp  again  in  the  verv 
near  future.  The  Camp  of  the  past  paid  rich  dividends  in  the 
benefit  which  children  spending  a holiday  there  derived  from  it.

Notification  of  Feeble-minded  and  Other  Children.— 1 case  was 
notified  during  the  year  to  the  Local  Authority,  the  County 
C ouncil,  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Regulations,  1928. 
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Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment. — Dr.  T.  E.  Mathias,  the 
School  Dental  Surgeon,  submits  the  following  table  showing  the 
number  of  School  children  and  the  nature  of  the  work  done  in  the 
routine  age  groups.  “Specials”  and  evacuees  were  attended  to 
during  the  year. 

Comparison  with  similar  tables  shows  there  is  a continued 
decrease  in  the  percentage  of  children  found  to  require  treatment.

School  Dinners. — School  dinners  have  been  provided  at  the 
schools  since  September,  1942.  In  the  initial  stages  approximately 
250  children  received  dinner  at  school,  but  gradually  the  number 
was  increased  until  1,867  have  been  catered  for.  In  1943  the 
Board  of  Education  pressed  for  a greater  number  of  children  to 
be  fed  at  school  which  necessitated  increased  facilities  for  the 
preparation  and  cooking  of  school  meals.  In  view  of  the  rationing 
restrictions  children  are  enabled  to  get  a greater  amount  of 
essential  foodstuffs  than  is  possible  in  their  homes.  The  cost  to 
the  parents  of  a dinner  is  4d.,  but  no  charge  is  made  to  parents 
whose  incomes  fall  below’  a certain  figure,  taking  into  account 
the  total  number  in  the  family  and  after  deductions  for  rent,  rates, 
etc. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  meals  served  was  337,785 
and  from  September,  1942,  to  the  end  of  last  year  the  number 
served  was  557,076. 

Immunisation  Against  Diphtheria. — On  page  22  particulars 
are  set  out  regarding  the  progress  made  in  the  immunisation  of 
children  since  it  was  begun  in  December,  1940. 

Nursery  Classes.— A Nursery  Class  was  opened  at  Market 
Street  School  in  May,  1942,  staffed  by  a certified  teacher  trained 
at  the  Rachel  Macmillan  College,  and  one  assistant.  The  class 
is  open  from  9 a.m.  to  4.30  p.m.,  and  the  children  are  brought

and  taken  away  by  the  p^re-lo.  ihe  children  are  given  milk  in 
the  forenoon  and  afternoon,  and  they  receive  a suitable  mid-day 
meal.  Following  this,  they  rest  for  an  hour.  Ihe  number  of 
children  on  the  register  is  18,  the  average  attendance  being  12. 

In  July,  1943,  a class  run  on  similar  lines  was  established 
at  the  Morfa  Infants’  School,  the  number  on  the  register  and 
average  attendance  being  respectively  34  and  26. 

Physical  Education. — Arrangements  for  physical  education  in 
the  Borough  are  generally  similar  to  those  outlined  in  the  1943 
report;  the  County  man  and  woman  Organisers  continue  to  devote 
one-fifth  of  their  respective  times  to  the  work,  and  their  joint 
efforts  show  jmarked  progrjess  in  the  subject. 

Unfortunately,  owing  t6  war  restrictions,  no  action  has  6een 
possible  to  improve  the  facilities  for  the  subject  by  the  provision 
of  Assembly  Halls,  Gymnasia,  etc.,  but  re-modelling  plans  are 
prepared  and  will  be  put  into  effect  when  we  come  to  happier  days. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  an  extensive  scheme  of  re-surfacing 
the  school  playgrounds  has  been  carried  out  with  excellent  results. 

The  subject  in  Boys’  Schools  continues  to  suffer  owing  to  the 
absence  of  young  men  teachers  in  the  Forces,  but  much  of  the 
handicap  is  countered  by  the  enthusiasm  of  young  women  teachers 
who  assiduously  attend  the  frequent  local  refresher  Courses 
arranged  by  the  two  Organisers. 

The  visiting  pianist  who  accompanies  modern  dancing  at  one 
of  the  Senior  Schools  continues  to  be  of  great  assistance  thus 
enabling  the  P.T.  mistress  to  give  full  scope  to  demonstration. 

Health  and  Sex  Education. — During  the  year  a report  suggesting 
how  the  above  might  be  introduced  into  schools  for  the  benefit 
of  older  pupils  was  submitted.  After  a meeting  with  the  Head 
Teachers  of  the  senior  schools,  details  were  drawn  up  covering 
the  ground  to  be  covered  and  what  times  would  be  convenient. 
The  parents  of  eligible  pupils  were  circularised  and  out  of 
approximately  300,  only  one  parent  did  not  wish  his  child  to 
receive  this  instruction.  It  was  suggested  that  the  course  of 
lectures  should  cover  a simple  introduction  to  the  make-up  and 
working  of  the  human  body,  and  then  follow  on  with  short 
discussions  on  some  of  the  commoner  diseases,  particularly 
infectious  diseases.  Finally,  it  was  proposed  that  the  first  part 
of  the  course  should  be  devoted  to  instruction  in  Sex  and  Venereal 
Diseases,  separate  classes  of  boys  and  girls  being  taken  for  this 
latter  part  of  the  course.  The  course  suggested  was  designed  to 
follow  on  the  biological  instruction  which  pupils  already  receive. 

The  whole  aim  of  the  course  was  to  educate  children  to  look 
on  their  mothers  not  from  a point  of  fear  or  introspection,  but 
from  a common-sense  angle  so  as  to  fortify  their  background  for 
later  life. 
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As  yet,  owing  to  lack  of  time,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  start 
this  scheme,  but  as  soon  as  opportunity  presents  itself  it  is  hoped 
to  be  able  to  put  the  scheme  into  operation. 

The  scheme  was  approved  during  the  interim  period  when  the 
Llanelly  Borough  Education  Committee  was  asked  by  the  Car- 
marthenshire Education  Authority  to  carry  dn  the  work  until  any 
new  arrangements  under  the  Education  Act,  1944,  were  made. 
Before  operating  this  scheme  now  therefore,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  bring  the  matter  before  that  Authority  first,  and  this  will  be 
done  when  it  is  felt  that  the  time  is  opportune.  So  far,  it  has 
been  shown  that  parents  welcome  such  a move.
